And the 
bulletins from the Associated Press began to come over 90 
miles of space. Other news matter also came in. 


As told in another story every telephone connection to 


large points was out of commission. The Northwestern rail- 
road wire was working to St. Paul later so that special addi- 
tional telegrams were received from the Associated Press, St. 
Paul distributing office. 


And that's how the news came to Janesville when a na- 


tion was bowed in mourning over the death of one of its 
greatest statesmen and the wires would have been crowded 
with stories of this event.

Washington. — Is it. possible that a fuel ivill be 


produced that is so cheap that a cottage of or- 
dinary sl;:o can be heated for a thousand years 
at a cost of only one cent? 
Absurd as such an 


Idea may HCOIII to the average layman it is not 
so regarded by the leaders of the American Asso- 
ciation for the Advancement of Science, one of 
whom suggested this possibility as indicative of 
the advances science may make within the pres- 
ent century. 


This learned doctor points out that the worst 


folly In the way of prophesying what jcleuce can 
do is to say there is anything that science can't 
do. Just a little more than a quarter of a cen- 
tury ago one of the world's greatest scientists put 
himself on record with fie declaration that all of 
the greatest phenomena had b-.'tn discovered, and 
that the progress of the future, would consist Eolo- 
ly ot making more accurate use. cf the knowledge 
of the past.
